Sta rted In Life a s Obscure La wy er. 
Ca sting aside the kennel terminology, 
the ma n who has had charge of 
the 
fa mous “yellow dog" fu nd of the New 
York Life is “.fu dge" Andrew Hamil­ 
ton of Albany. 
Hamilton was born 
a bout forty-eight years ago au d started 
life as au obscu re lawyer. 
Finally he 
beca me assistant district attorney and 
for a short time district attorney. 
He 
wa s also a ju stice in a civil cou rt, 
whence his title. 
Bu t he really got his, 
sta rt in life in the "Ten Ten" clu b,; 
which met in a hack room over 
a 
saloon. 
This meeting p lace had the 
sangu ine title of “The Ju g of Blood,", 
and the “Ten Ten" clu b in time came 
to be known as “The Lu cky Bu nch." 
The chief light of the bu nch was Mil­ 
liona ire Anthony N. Brady. 
He took 
a liking to Hamilton, whom he gave 
ma ny tip s on the stock m arket. 
Later 
his son married Ham ilton’s dau ghter. 
Bra dy introdu ced the “Ju dge” to John 
A. McCall, au d the Insu rance p resident 
in time also came to have a liking lor 
Andy Hamilton. 
As a resu lt the im­ 
mense legislative interests of the New 
York Life were p laced in Hamilton’s

aslde-from the aristocratic and exp en­ 
sive breeds there is the "yellow dog." 
and 'at times he is the most interesting 
of them all. 
Ordinarily the "yellow dog" is not a 
high p riced animal, bu t the p articu lar 
one whose biograp hy Is here set forth 
cost on the average $100,» X>0 a year to 
one comp any alone. How mu ch he cost 
other comp anies bu s u ot yet been told. 
Something over $1,300,000 in thirteen 
years was the way the dog fu nd got 
Into the New York Life. There are two 
other big comp anies au d scores of 
« mailer ones. The reader cau figu re for 
himself ju st how exp eu sive that saf- 
frou colored canine was. The p olicy 
holder ku ows, or ou ght to know. 
He 
p aid the bills. 
A “yellow dog" is su p p osed to take 
alm ost anything thrown in his direc­ 
tion—tin cans, brickbats, clu bs, bard 
names and blasp hemy. rlh ls dog didu t. 
He showed liis teeth. 
When those who had u tilized him to 
fetch and carry for them got into a 
tight p lace they tried to make the yel­ 
low one stand for their iniqu ity. 
As 
it was fou nd that some one had been 
stealing chicken 
and killing sheep , 
they cried in choru s: “It was the yel­ 
low dog. 
He did it." 
Then the dog had something to say. 
His rem arks related p articu larly to 
“cu rs." 
He also said something abou t 
“Pecksniff.” 
It was p robably the 
greatest canine sp eech ever made. 
He 
defended the memory of his p iaster, 
whom the “cu rs” had deserted and 
driven to death. 
Among other things 
the one of saffron hu e said: 
•“They ma y ta lk a bout the ‘y ellow 
dog,’ but the ‘y ellow dog’ Is a dog of 
coura ge a nd of loy a lty , but the curs 
» who stood a round this funera l a ud the 
cu n who knew of these tra nsa ctions 
a nd shrunk Into their shoes—they a re 


hands, ami it is hinted that he also 
looked after the interests of the other 
big insu rance comp au ies. 
When Charles E. Hu ghes and the 
Armstrong committee were stirring u p 
the insu rance animals thov evinced a 
strong desire to examine the “yellow 
dog." bu t Hamilton w as in Paris in 
the bands of several nerve sp ecialists 
and refu sed to retu rn. 
He did not 
seem p articu larly distu rbed by the 
Armstrong investigation, bu t when the 
New York Life tru stees tu rned on Pres 
ident John A. McCall and throu gh the 
Fowler rep ort requ ired the p resident 
to make restitu tion for moneys given 
to Hamilton, which action, it is be­ 
lieved, resu lted in McCall's death, the 
“Ju dge” su ddenly became interested. 
Under the name of "II. A. Milton 
he 
took p assage for New York to face his 
accu sers and to clear u p the memory 
of his old friend. 
IIis first step was 
the sensational sp eech before the New 
York legislatu re, and other exp osu res 
are following. 
That sp eech has been p rinted all over 
the cou ntry, bu t a few sentences from 
it will not be ou t of p lace here: 
“I look arou nd the circle and I see 
here members of the board. 
I see 
among them men who have sat and 
listened to the stories of my victories 
in their behalf and have ap p lau ded, 
and I wonder whether it was like the 
line In Goldsmith- that it was cou nter­ 
feited glee, or whether the attitu de 
they have since taken has been one 
of cou nterfeited honesty.” 
Believes In Pu nctu ring Shams. 
Evidently this man, whatever else 
may be said of him. believes in p u nc­ 
tu ring shams. Here is some more: 
“There never was a line or a thing 
done in the New York Life in ray ad­ 
ministration of my dep artment, 
but 


the ex ecutiv e officers, one a nd a ll, were 
conscious of wha t the purpose wa s. of 
I wha t the object was and of wha t the 
I ex pense was. 
I say this now. a nd 
! when I look a round I see thetr faees 
! before me, a nd I challenge 
contra dic­ 
tion.” 
Not a word said the tru stees. Again: 
“The men that wou ld not know me 
now’ wou ld come In and p at me on the 
back and say. ‘You did it.’ ” 
Evidently the scribes. Pharisees au d 
hyp ocrites are not all dead yet. Here 
a re a cou p le of sentences p acked with 
menace: 
“I am p imp ly in this interru p tion of 
the ordinary cou rse of the hearing to­ 
day giving one chap ter. The volu me 
will be made u p of su ccessive chap ­ 
ters.” 
As was said of olden time, “Beware 
the dog." Here Is another morsel: 
“ You have heard all the. sweet p ro­ 
testa tions of Innocence that have come j 
along and how the only one to blame , 
was the dead, the killed, whom they 
drov e Into his grave and deserted, and 
—the yellow dog." 
We have heard, yes. and have symp a­ 
thized with the sentence that follows: 
“Why, when they say they did u ot 
know what was going on it excites my 
lau ghter, my derision.” 
This is u ot badly p u t. We have all 
felt that way abou t it. Here follows a 
rather p ersonal allu sion: 
“The Pecksniff of three adm inistra­ 
tions and who thiu ks that he is the Tal­ 
leyrand of the p resent ou e. the confi­ 
dant of the Beers scandal and the au ­ 
thor of the Beers p ension. * * * Do 
you think that the man who held the 
same relation to Mr. Beers that 1 did 
to Mr. McCall cou ld sit for thirteen 
years since and u ot know what and 
how’ the exp enditu res that were made 
were to be and were disbu rsed?" 
Hardly, ju dge, hardly. He mu st at 
least have had his su sp icions of the 
p u rp oses of the “yellow dog" fu nd. 
The Pecksniff referred to. by the 
way, is u niversally said to be Mr. YV. 
B. Hornblower, the man who is al­ 
leged to have been chiefly resp onsible 
for the Fowler rep ort and the deser­ 
tion of McCall. 
President Cleveland 
once nominated Mr. Hornblower for 
ju stice of the United States su p reme 
cou rt, bu t the senate rejected him. The 
senate does some good things. 
The other chap ters of the Hamilton 
book are coming ou t in small install­ 
ments. First there w’u s the p u blication 
of the facsimile of an alleged receip t 
for $75,000 from Corneliu s N. Bliss. 
Another 
assertion 
made 
by 
the 
“ju dge” is that he remained in Eu rop e 
du ring the Hu ghes investigation be­ 
cau se requ ested so to do by the board 
of tru stees of the New York Life. Evi­ 
dently somebody is doing some very 
adu lt lying in these matters. 
There is 
so mu ch p revarication that no ou e man 
cou ld be resp onsible for all of it. 
An­ 
anias seems in a fair way of losing his 
lau rel wreath. 
A Hou se of Gloom. 
Hamilton had qu ite a little to do 
with the famou s “Hou se of Mirth” at 
Albany. He seems liable to have qu ite 
as mu ch to do with creating a hou se 
of gloom for high finance circles in 
New York. 
Desp ite all the scandal, the “ju dge" 
m aintains tou ch of his old p op u larity 
abou t his home, 
lie was recently re­ 
elected p resident of the Albany clu b 
by p ractically a u nanimou s vote. 
The whole insu rance fight is center­ 
ing 
more and more on 
the bill intro­ 
du ced by » the Armstrong committee 
to 
legislate ou t of office all of the old tru s­ 
tees 
of 
tin* 
imp licated comp anies. 
Ham ilton’s efforts are directed against 
the board of the New York Life. One 
of the most sensational stru ggles in 
the history of that comp any iias re­ 
cently been waged iu an effort to se­ 
cu re p roxies by the p resent officials in 
order to p erp etu ate their regime. 
The 
election is schedu led to occu r Ap ril 11. 
The Armstrong bill p rovides that they 
shall be removed from office Nov. 15 
next. Thomas W. Lawson charges that 
in order to secu re p roxies the manage­ 
ment has written insu rance for noth­ 
ing, only requ iring that the p olicy 
holder so created su rrender his p roxy 
to be u sed by these tru stees that H am ­ 
ilton 
has denou nced 
as “cu rs and 
traitors." 
To su bstantiate bis claim 
Lawson p u blishes statem ents and con- i 
tracts that have come into his p osses­ 
sion. 
Samu el Untermyer, cou nsel of 
the p olicy holders organized by Law­ 
son, has w ritten to President Alexan- 
i 
der E. Orr that be and his tru stees will , 
be held p ersonally resp onsible for any 
p roxies gathered in this way. 
May Lift the Insu rance Lid. 
It is ju st p ossible that the insu rance 
lid is to be lifted entirely off. 
The 
p u blic has only had a p eep iu so far. 
W ith Hamilton, Lawson, Stu yvesant 
Fish and the Armstrong committee all 
tu gging at the handle, the p resent offi­ 
cials may find themselves u nable to 
hold down the cover. 
Meanwhile let the p eop le u ot grow 
p essimistic. 
The very fact that the 
light is being tu rned on is hop efu l. 
Moral adju stm ent mu st come. The law 
of recomp ense has not been rep ealed. 
All natu re is in equ ilibriu m and bal­ 
ance. There will be a like evening u p 
p rocess in the hu man world.
